Tells Federal Labor Union 
Orientals Belong in Bona

Joseph A, Padway, chief counsel 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, has notified all federal labor 
unions to cease organizing orientals 
into their union where butchers 
are eligible to join the AFL butch- 
ers’ union, 

Padway said in his letter to Fed- 
eral Labor Union No, 21518: 

“Federal Labor Union, No. 21518 
must cease organizing oriental 
butchers who are eligible for mem- 
bership in the butchers’ union, As 
you were informed when you were 
here, the butchers’ union will ac- 
cept orientai butchers as members 
of its organization, 

“Federal labor union must not 
permit its members to indulge in 
picketing, or permit others to in- 
dulge in picketing of employers 
who are willing to sign an agree- 
ment with an A. F. of L. union, 
pending any jurisdictional contro- 


versy. 
“Federal labor union must turn 
over to the butchers’ union all 


butcher members within one week. 
“You are further advised that if 
other craft organizations claim 
jurisdiction to eligible members 
who are now affiliated with your 
organization, the same _ decision 
will apply to those crafts. This de- 
cision is in conformity with the 
constitution and rules of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor.”

By overwhelming vote, the sail- 
ors’ union decided to give up their 
independent status, and will affil- 
iate with the American Federation 
of Labor, it was learned recently 
at their headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Final figures show approximately 


2,150 for joining the AFL to 920 
for remaining independent. 
Several locals remained to be 


heard from, but there’ll be no ma- 
terial change in the result, it was 
said. 

Action on the sailors is expected 
to lead several of the other marti- 
time unions back into the AFL 
and there was considerable discus- 
sion on the probability that new 
impetus will be given to organiza- 
tion of the AFL longshoremen. 

The sailors’ union left the AFL in 
1935. 

Since that time Harry Lunde- 
berg, sailors’ union head, and Har- 
ry Bridges, longshore leader have 
become bitter enemies, culminating 
in the dramatic break in the mari- 
time federation of the Pacific sev- 
eral days ago when Lundeberg led 
the sailors out of that organization. 


Announcement of a _ two-year 
agreement by the Contra Costa 
County Contractors’ association 
and the Contra Costa Building 
Trades Council, declared by both 
groups to provide a stabilizing in- 
fluence in the construction field, 
was announced recently. 

The agreement was made. retro- 
active to May 14. 

The agreement provides there 
shall be no stoppage of work be- 
cause of jurisdictional disputes, 
and it provides for the appoint- 
ment of committees of equal num- 
ber by each group to interpret 
clauses of the pact and to settle 
disputes, 

The contractors agree to accept 
present wage scales and working 


conditions of the crafts in the 
council and to abide by future 
agreements. 


Closed shop conditions and clear- 
ance cards are recognized by the 
contractors and the council agrees 
to no curtailment of work produc- 
tion and recognizes the right of em- 
ployers to hire and fire. 

It provides a general eight-hour 
day and five-day week, with some 
craft exceptions.

TO INCORPORATE LABOR UNIONS” 


State Secretary Asks Hearing on Vicious Labor Initiative; 


Title Does Not Give a True and Impartial 


Charge 


Charges of fraud on the electors 
by the sponsors of the petitions ‘or 
the vicious anti-labor “Labor Ur- 
ganizations” initiative petitions 
now being circulated throughout 
the state have been filed with ‘he 
secretary of state, it was n- 
nounced this week by the Califor- 
nia State Federation of Labor

The fraud charge is based on a 
paragraph prepared by the spon- 
sors which appears below the offi- 
cia] title of the measure and is ‘ar- 
ranged in such a way as to seem 
to be part of the official title 
After enumerating the paragraph 


in question, describing the measure 
as “An Act to Regulate” labor or- 
ganizations, the protest charses; 
first: 

“That the paragraph last above 
set out constitutes a fraud on the 


electors who are requested to sign 
the petition in that it is made to 
appear to be part of the official 
ballot title. 

“Second, that the attorney gen- 
eral’s ballot title is insufficient in 


that it does not give a true and im- 
partial statement of the purpose of 
the measure and that it does not 
properly, correctly or completely 
summarize the contents of said 
measure, 

“The attorney general's title is 


Statement, 


insufficient, incorrect and mislead- 
ing in that it states that labor or- 


ganizations are required to incor- 
porate under California laws.’ In 
truth and in fact, the proposed 
measure requires them to incor- 
porate under special restrictions 
and requirements which are not 
imposed upon any other corpora- 


tions, and then gives ten particu- 
lar exceptions In support of this 
contention in relation to various 
provisions.” 

It charges that none of these pro- 
visions are properly summarized in 
the attorney general's title. The 
protest then continues with: 

(quote) “A suggested title which 
does summarize these strange and 
unnecessary provisions is as fol- 
lows: 

“Compels incorporation of la- 

bor organizations under special 

requirements and _ restrictions 
not required of other corpora- 
tions; denies democratic con- 
trol of admission to member- 
ship; grants to rejected appli- 
cants for membership some of 
the rights of membership; de- 
nies democratic methods of 
voting common to other corpor- 
ations; requires reports to be 
tiled with the labor commis- 
sioner and other officials; pre- 
scribes procedure for calling 
and conduct of strikes; denies 
to labor organizations control 
over proceedings in calling and 
conduct of strikes; places con- 


trol of voting on declaration, 
settling, and terminating 
strikes in non-union commit- 


tee; creates new crimes and 

punishments therefor of fines 

and imprisonment.”

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SUPERVISORS OF 
MENDOCINO TRY 
ANTI-UNION LAW 


Another vicious “labor act” re- 
quiring a license for soliciting mem- 
bership in labor organizations and 
providing a penalty for violation 
thereof is now before the Mendo- 
cino board of supervisors. The act 
says in part: 

Section I—‘It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation, 
whether as principal, clerk, ser- 
vant, agent or employe outside of 
the limits of any incorporated city 
of the county of Mendocino, to 
seek, solicit or induce, or attempt 
to seek, solicit or induce, any per- 
son to join or take membership in, 
or to refrain from joining or tak- 
ing membership in, any labor un- 
ion or organization of employes or 
any other organization, or attempt 
to seek, solicit or induce, any em- 
ployer or other person to compel or 
induce any employe or any other 
person to join or take membership 
in, or to refrain from joining or 
taking membership in, any labor 
union, or organization of employes 
or other organization, 

Section II—‘It shall be 
for any person, whether as prin- 
cipal, servant, clerk, agent or em- 
ployer, outside of the limits of any 
incorporated city of the county of 
Mendocino, to solicit or obtain 
membership of any employe of any 
employer in any labor union or or- 
ganization of employes or other or- 
ganization having for its purpose 
or object the adjustment of the re- 
lationship between employers and |

employes, without having first pro- | 
cured a license as hereinafter pro- | 
vided. | 

“The board of supervisors is here- 
by designated the licensing 
board for the issuing of licenses 
under this ordinance, 

Any person, desiring a license to | 
engage in or carry on the work of | 
soliciting membership in any labor 
union, or organization of employes 
or other organization having for 
its purpose or object the adjust- | 
ment of the relationship between 
employes and employers, shall 
make application in writing to the 
board of supervisors on such forms 
as may be prescribed, and disclos- | 
ing such information as may be re- | 
quired by said board of supervi- 
sors, including a statement of the 
name and address of the applicant, 
the name and principal place of 
business of the labor union, or or- 
ganization of employes, or other or- 
ganization having for its purpose 
or object the adjustment of the re- 
lationship between employers and 
employes, for which said applicant 
intends to solicit membership, the 
general classification of employes 
from which said membership is to

be solicited, and a statement of 
whether said solicitor will collect 
membership or initiation fees or 


dues. Notice of the time and place | 
of the hearing of said application 
by the board of supervisors shall 
be given by publication in a news- 
paper published in said county for 
not less than once a week for four 
successive weeks prior to the date 
of said hearing. 

“Each person to whom a license | 
is issued hereunder shall pay to the | 
county of Mendocino for each peri 


oad of three months a license fee in 
the sum of ten ($10.00) dollars, 
“The license herein provided fo 


shall expire at the end of three cal 
endar months from the date of issu- 
ance of said license and may only 
be renewed in accordance with the | 
terms of this ordinance.” \

Three-fourths or more of all labor organizations in the state 
of California would find themselves utterly incapable of repre- 
senting the workers they now represent under that section. 

More, it would constitute a definite invitation to employers 
to institute a labor turnover that, as the 90-day limit approached, 
might change entirely the employe personnel, leaving no one of 
them eligible to vote as contract negotiation time neared. 

If the measure carries, laying down rules for conduct of 
union affairs that are almost fantastic in their minuteness and 
detail, officers and members of each and every labor organiza- 
tion in the state of California will either have to dissolve their 
unions, see them abolished or run and stand in front of the 
nearest jail and wait to be admitted. 

No labor organization worthy of the name, no matter how 
mild its record of labor relations has been, no matter how con- 

: servative its officers or members or how settled in the industry 
it has become, could possibly survive and function under the 
proposed law. 

If any union tried to survive and function without services 
of the 57 liberty league lawyers, and there were “private par- 
ties” interested in discovering violations of any of the 30, de- 
tailed sections, that union would find itself without officers in 
short order. 

‘They would all be in jail or in prison or fighting actions in 
superior court or would find their union dissolved out from 
under them “in the name of the people of this state.” 

The yellow backed petition upon whose cover the statue of 
liberty and the American flag are displayed should not be signed 
under the misapprehension that this would merely incorporate 
labor unions. It would abolish them.

By Presbyterian Church FIGHT ON LABOR ACT 


A strong resolution against child 


labor was adopted by the 150th gen- 
eral assembly of the Presbyterian 
church of the United States of 
America, in session at Philadelphia, 
Pa, 

“The increase in child labor in 
recent months,” the statement said, 
“warrants a renewed emphasis by 
christian* men and women on the 
principle that children must not be 
robbed of their childhood’s rights 
of education and moral and spir- 
itual development by industrial and 
agricultural labor for hire. 

“Every effort should be made to 
secure effective federal and state 
legislation outlawing child labor 
and the adequate enforcement of 
the laws.” 


Fire Cost $285,000,000 


The most destructive fire in the 
United States last year was the 


burning of the German Zeppelin, 
the Hindenburg, at Lakehurst, N. J. 
This loss totaled $4,000,000. Twenty- 
three other fires during the year 
caused losses of $250,000 each or 
more. The total of all fire losses 
for 1937 was $285,000,000, which was 
$8,000,000 below the total of 1936.

Confronted With Court Threat of 
Jail Sentence, Plans for Rein- 
statement of 4,000 Locked-Out 
A, F. of L. Strikes Are Begun 
Threatened with the imposition 

of a fine or jail sentences, or both, 

for further refusal to obey a na- 
tional labor relations board order 

to reemploy 4,000 locked-out A. F. 

of L. strikers and recognize a coun- 

cil of A. F. of L. unions as exclu- 
sive bargaining agencies for its 
factory employes, the officials of 

Remington “Rand, Inc., have evi- 

dently realized that further opposi- 

tion to the national labor relations 
act will avail them nothing. 

The threat to impose penalties for 
continued refusal to abide by the 
labor act and the labor board's or- 
der was contained in an ultimatum 
issued in New York by the U. S. 
circuit court of appeals for the 
second district, in whose hands the 
NLRB order is awaiting enforce- 
ment. 

The U.S. supreme court on two 
different occasions recently re- 
fused to disturb the labor board’s 
order in the Remington Rand case. 
Then officials of the company pefi- 
tioned the circuit court for relief 
from the labor board decision on 
the claim that obeying it would 
“seriously disturb” the business of 
the company. To this contention 
the circuit court made the follow- 
ing firm reply: 

“Tf this involves disturbance of 
the company’s business, it is no 
doubt unfortunate; but having 
chosen to challenge the law, the 
company must abide by the loss.” 

Shortly after the circuit court 
made this decision, which appeared 
to close the door to every hope the 
Remington Rand company had of 
further evading the labor board de- 
cision, the company, which oper- 
ates factories in Middletown, 
Conn.; Elmira, Ilion, and Syracuse, 
N. Y., was reported to be laying off 
600 strike breakers to make room 
for the reemployment of the first 
group of the 4,000 locked-out A. F. 
of L. strikers. 


General Foods’ Salt Plant 
Workers Favor A. F. of L. 


Salt Workers’ Union, No. 19567, 
St. Clair, Mich., affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, was 
certified by the national labor rela-

Conse 
quently, the profit of the investo1 
not the wage of the worker, should 
be cut when managers find it nec 
essary to reduce expenses, The liv 
ing-wage is not merely a produc 
tion device, nor an obligation ir 
charity. It is a strict duty in jus 
tice. . 

“Under the capitalistic system, a: 
it has been permitted to develop in 
this country, profits have been con 
sidered more important than wages 
Capitalism has regarded labor as : 
commodity to be purchased in the 
lowest market, like so much pig 
iron or coal, and the worker too!

but either that they are improper], 
applied, or, more often, that some 
of the human factors involved op- 
pose their application for selfish 
reasons. These human factors are 
not always employers. Not infre- 


quently they are politicians who en- 
act social legislation not because 
they sympathize with the worker, 
or even because they understand 
the conflicting elements in these 
labor problems, but because ey 
hope to win votes.”

Minimum Wage Board in Nation’s 
Capital Also Fixes 36 to 48 Hour 
Week for Operators 
Experienced women operators 

employed in all Washington beauty 

shops must be paid not less than 
$18 a week for a work week rang- 
ing from 36 to 48 hours, according 
to a decision rendered here by the 

District of Columbia minimum 

wage board. 

This basic wage will go into man- 
datory effect after the first week in 
September. It is $1 a week higher 
than the proposal offered at recent 
public hearings by spokesmen for 
the proprietors of beauty shops. 
Spokesmen for the workers had 


requested a minimum wage of 
$22.30, 

Under the board's ruling part- 
time workers, employed for less 


than 36 hours a week, must be paid 
no less than 50 cents an hour, The 
“floor’ wage for overtime work 
was also fixed at 50 cents an hour. 

Desk clerks, telephone operators 
and cashiers were given a mini- 
mum wage of $17 a week and maids 
and “clean-up” workers a_ basic 
wage of $14.50.

During Seventy-Fifth Congress 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
made public recently the following 
letter he sent to Speaker William 
B. Bankhead and House Majority 
Leader Sam Rayburn: 


“Gentlemen: 
“You will recall that at the be- 
ginning of the seventy-fifth con- 


gress I and National Legislative 
Representative William C. Hushing 
conferred with you regarding legis- 
lation in which the American Fed- 
eration of Labor was interested. At 
that conference your cooperation 
was requested and promised. 

“Mr. Hushing advises, and from, 
reports made by him to me contin- 
ually throughout the session, I 
know that we secured the coopera- | 
tion promised. 


“T believe you will agree that the 


officers and representatives of the 
American Federation of Labor en- 
deavor to be reasonable and fair in 
requests they make and that our 
attitude at all times is one of co- 
operation rather than coercion. 

“As the seventy-fifth congress is 
scheduled to end today, I wish to 
thank you both in behalf of all the 
officers and the entire membership 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor for the fine spirit of coopera- 
tion you have displayed, and for the 
confidence you have placed in our 
representatives throughout the en- 
tire session.

Roosevelt Denies Intention to Appoint 
Commission to Study Labor Act Operation 


In a letter written to Hatton Sum- 
ners, chairman of the house judi- | 


ciary committee, President Roose- | 
velt specifically denied that he had 
any. intention of appointing a com- | 


mission to study the operations of 
the national labor relations act. 

The president's letter was written 
following a minority report of the 
house judiciary committee on the 
bill amending the Walsh - Healey 
public contracts act. The report 
recommended that the amendments 
await the findings of a commission 
to be sent to England by authority 
of the president, for a study of in- 
dustrial relations in that country. | 

The president's letter read as fol- | 
lows: 

“There has just come to my at- 
tention the minority report of the 
committee on judiciary relative to 
H. R. 6449 ‘amending the Walsh- 
Healey act.’ 

“IT note this minority report 
states: ‘The president of the United 
States has recognized the disas- 
trous effects of industrial strife 
now prevalent in the country and 
the unsatisfactory operation of the 
national labor relations act, and 
has announced that a special com- 
mission will be appointed by him 
to study the entire problem, look- 
ing to recommendations of labor 
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legislation in the sexenty-sixth con- 
gress,’ 

“IT wish to call to vour attention 
the fact that I have no intention of 
appointing any commission to study 
the operation of the national labor 
relations act. I assume that the 
signers of the minority report have 
reference to the proposed study of 
industrial relations in Great Bri- 
tain. As I publicly stated on June 
3, Iam solely interested in securing 
a report on the status of industrial 
relations in Great Britain with par- 
ticular emphasis on the function- 
ing of collective agreements, in or- 
der that certain misconceptions 
may be clarified. 

“T am taking the liberty of bring- 
ing these facts to your attention so 
that the house of representatives 
may be correctly informed of the 
purpose of the proposed survey of 
British industrial relations.”

Two more organizations will send 
delegates to take their places with- 
ing the San Diego County Feder- 
ated Trades and Labor Council, as 
a result of elections in which the 
unions voted to affiliate with the 
central body.

$16.50 MINIMUM WAGE 
FORN. Y. BEAUTY SHOPS 


Elmer F, Andrews, state indus- 
trial commissioner, {ssued an order 
making a minimum wage of $16.50 
for a forty-five hour week effective 
for all employes of beauty shops 
in New York state, beginning Au- 
gust 1. The order was issued on the 
recommendation of the beauty shop 
board after hearings held through- 
out the state. About 16,000 women 
employed in 8,000 beauty and bar- 
ber shops are affected by the ruling.
